3. Claims 5-12, 14, 18-30, 34 and 35 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim must be in the alternative only and cannot 
depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the 
claims have not been further treated on the merits. 
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4. Claim 3 is objected to because it must end with a period. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 13, 15-17, 31 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Allport 6,097,441 (cited by applicant). 

The system of Allport (noting Figs. 1 and 2) includes a television base station unit 75 that 
feeds both a conventional or advance television 80 and a remote control nit 10. Like the 
television, the remote control unit also includes a display screen 15. The base station can receive 
television data, auxiliary data related to the television data (such as caption text data), and data 
from an outside source such as the Internet (noting inputs 85 and 95 in Fig. 2). The remote 
control unit can display both television data and control (user interface) data by communicating 
with the base station, and the data displayed on the remote controller can be data not related to 
what is displayed on the television (e.g. col. 3 line 65 - col. 4 line 24, lines 34-52 and lines 61- 
67), thereby meeting claims 1 and 13. 

As for claim 2, the system controller would require two tuners to enable PIP display 
capabilities (e.g. col. 4 lines 66-67). 
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As for claim 3, the user interface can include any of numerous types including 
alphanumeric keyboard accessing included with the remote controller (220 in Fig. 3; col. 6 lines 
21-40). 

Regarding claim 4, the remote controller can be a touch screen as a virtual keyboard (col. 
6 lines 24-25 and lines 32-34). 

As for claim 15, a first program can be broadcast to either of the TV station 80 or remote 
controller 10 through data stream 90, and a second stream can be sent to the remote controller 
that is related to the program presented to the TV unit for interaction by the user of the remote 
(e.g. col. 7 lines 36-49; col. 12 lines 1 1-34). 

As for claim 16, in response to a user's input, updating and retransmitting the information 
in the second stream is done by the base station 75 (noting again col. 12 lines 1 1-34). 

Regarding claim 17, the first display unit for the first program is the TV and the second 
display for the auxiliary stream is the remote controller, as discussed above. 

Considering claim 31, the base station locates a data stream in response to the user's 
request, the data stream comprising video/audio/and or textual information (noting sources 85 
and 95); the desired information can extracted and formed into HTML format (e.g. col. 7 line 60) 
that is readable on the TV display and the remote controller display (the data intended to be 
presented to the user as visually perceptible data); wherein the formatted data is ultimately 
presented for display on the remote controller screen 1 5 (e.g. col. 6 lines 49-54). 

As for claim 32, the initial data searching can involve tuning to a specifically desired 
program on a designated channel from a plurality of available channels assigned to different 
respective frequency bands, transmitted from the various broadcasters. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Allport. 

Allport includes defining the extracted stream in HTML language (identifiable and usable 
by the TV and remote device), but points out that HTML is an example (e.g. col. 7 lines 60; col. 
15 lines 17-20) which is an express allowance of such data in other formats. It would therefore 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use XML formatted data (which is well 
known) instead of or as well as HTML data, to provide the user with additional data options, 
thereby expanding system usability.
